But this will ſuffice at preſent toſhew 
that the people was dcluded more ways than 
one 3 and to give a warning to the tollowing 
Generation, that ſo they never be drawn into 
Rebcllion by the ſame arts and pretences as their 
Fathers were. 

It would be endleſs to rehear(e all the equivo- 
cations, jugglings, and deceits as were ulcd to | 
ſeduce the people : next time we meet perchance | 
you ſhall hear more of them. What 1 have ſaid |}, 
now is enough to prove that your words lgniki , 
nothing but what you pleaſe, that your diflumu- 
lations are deep and ſpecious, and that you ne- 
ver want arts and evaſions to plead innocency, 
and falve your credit after the toulett doings and 
miſcarriages. Now you differ but a very little 
from the Church of Exgland, and you are for 
Obcdience to the King, whatever ſome of you 
may have (aid or done heretofore. Vcry good! 
That's as much as to ſay, That do you what you | 
will, you are reſolved ever to be in the right, | 
and never to acknowledge your ſelves faulty in! | 
zhe leaſt, tor fear of loſing the repute of Intalli- 
bility. Bucletit hs 

1+ That I have proved what I charged upon 
you, not by the words of the obſcure and ordi- 


nary; 
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nary, but of the moſt famous men of your Party, 
who muſt needs have known the Tencts and 
Do&trines of your Se, and who were then and 
are ſtill now cryed up and followed by your 
Diſciples and Admirers, 

2. That thoſe words of thcirs I have cited, 
were not taken out of Libels or prophane Books, 
nor were ſpoken heedleſly in the heat of diſpute, 
but are to be found in their Sermons, and were 
delivered out of their Pulpits in the powerfulneſs 
of Preaching, as being the Word of God. 

3+ That thoſe Sexmons were not preached in 
Country-Townus,or to ordinary Congregations, 
(where any ſtuff preached after the tone and man- 
ner in uſe among you had been as good as the 
beſt) bur almoſt all of them before the Parlia- 
ment, where none but great men were admitted 
to preach, and wherc, to be ſure, they preached 
none but their beſt Sermons: and moreover, 
that thoſe Sermons were printed with the names 
of the Authors, and with Licenſe and Approba- 
tion. 

4+ That *tis more likely they would then de- 
liver their true Opinions, and ſpeak out what 
was in their hearts, when they had the power 
in their hands, and were free to ſpeak what they 
pleaſed, than now they are under fear and re- 
{traint, and are fain to conceal or diſſemble what 
they would then openly preach and proclaim. 

5. That thcy not only preached Sermons, 
but they and their Dilciples lived Sermons allo; 
your practice and Dodrige agreed excellently 
well, what was preach'd was aQecd, there was 
none of their good InfiruQions loſt, you appro- 
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ved what they aid by doing accordingly , and 
oF x7 het Yy a practical belict thoſe 
rines I have ſet down as yours out of your 
moſt approved Authors. 

Laſtly, It is manite(t by my Quotations, that 
your Miniſters rendred the laſt King odious to 
and 44 , and preacht him out of His Throne 
and Kingdom : bur *tis no where to be ſeen that 
they ever preach'd this Kirg into the favour of 
his people again , or uſed their powerful elo- 

uence to have him reſtor'd to his Right. And 

ince his return , though you have given over 
printing , yet moſt of you have kept up the Fa- 
Qion, and in ſtcad of crying, peccavi, have ſtill 
endcavour'd to weaken the Church , and draw 
Diſciples after you 3 and your Synods have never 
diſclaimed thoſe men who by their Preaching 
had kindlcd up the late Rebellign, and the Prea- 
chers have never recanted their former Opini- 
ons, but either juſtihed or diſguiſed them: nay, 
many of them own ſtill the Sbligation of that 
infamous Oath call'd the Covenant, whereby they 
ated and warranted all their wickedneſs. 
Therefore though the people may be excuſed ha- 
ving been deluded nd iapoſed upon, yet you 
the Miniſters and Heads of the FaQtion can never 
(with all the wit you have) plead any thing rhat 
can juſtific you from owning the worlt of Popiſh 
Errours. 

Now let our Judge ſpeak if he pleaſeth. 


G. confeſs I am ſomewhat amazed at what 
I have heard : I never thought ſo much could 
be faid for proying a Conformity betwixt a. 
| L pilts 
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piſts and Presbyterians in ſo points : but 
yet I will decide nothing, — any refleQi- 
ons upon what you have ſaid: Pl rather tran- 
ſcribe and print your diſcourſe, and leave the 
Reader to think and to judge as his own diſcre- 
tion ſhall adviſe him. Only ſecing that you arc 
molt chiefly agreed in denying the King that 
Supreme Authority which God hath given him, 
and pretending a certain Power and Juriſdici- 
on over him,in orgine ad ſpiritualis,tor the good 
ot ſouls, or to phraſe it aright , for to advance 
Gods Cauſe, and to ſet up ' briſi ; 1 ſhall ſet down 
ſome Texts ot Scripture which plainly evince 
the contrary, and then deſire all Chriſtians to 

icld a cheartul and loyal Obedience, until they 
8% been told from Heaven that the Pope or 
Claſlis are impowered from God to a@ con- 
trary to his Word in this particular. 

Firſt, For the Authority of the Supreme Ma- 
giſtrate over all that live in his Dominions, read 
Rom. 13+ 1,and 2, Let every ſoul be ſubjedi to the 
bigher powers, for there is uo ”"”_ but of God 3 the 
powers that be are ordained of God : whoſoever 
tberefore refifteth the power, reſiſtetb the ordinance of 
God , and they that refift ſhall receive to themſelves 
damnation. — V. 5. Wherefore ye muſt be ſubje&, 
not only for wrath, but alſo for conſcience ſake. Here 
you [ce that neither Pope nor Puritan is except- 
cd, but every ſoul is to be ſubjet : this was writ- 
ten when. the Higher Powers were Heathen, 
bloudy Perſecutors of Chriſtianity , who endea- 
vourcd to deſtroy the Goſpel z and yet for all 
that, they muſt not be-rebelled againſt, and their 
Authority muſt not be reliſted ; Wboſoever __- 
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the power, reſifteth the Ordinance of God, and they 
that refit ſhall receive to themſilves damnation : 
2nd therefore we mult be ſubjeR to them, not 
only for tear of their anger , but alſo for fear of 
Gods, not only for wrath, but alſo for conſcience 
» In Tir. 3. 1. Put them in mind ( (aith the 
Apoſtle) to be ſubjet to principalities and powers, 
#0 obey magiſtrates, to be ſnbjeft to every good work: 
You ſee that good works and obedience to Ma- 
prom are joined together , and appointed to 
equally preſt upon the people by the Exhor- 
tations of Chriſts Miniſtcrs. In the 1 Pet. 2- 
13, Ac. Submit your ſelves to every Ordinance of 
men for the Lords ſake , whether it be to the King 
« Swpreme , or wnto Governours 4s uuto them that 
are ſent by bim: — for ſo is the will of God, that 
with well-doing ye may put to ſilence the ignorance 
of fooliſh men 3 as free, but not uſing your liberty 
for « cloth of malicionſueſ; , but as the ſervants of 
God. ————— Fear God, honour the King. You 


ſee it is the will of God that with well-doing, 


(that is) by obeying the King and bis Governours,we 
ſhould put to filence the ignorance of fooliſh men, 
who thought that Religion freed them from the 
yoke of ſubjeQion : and that we ſhould not m he 
Chriſtian liberty 8 cloak, of maliciouſneſs, a prc- 
tence of Diſobedience and Rebellion 3 but as ſcr- 
vants to God, honour the King, and ſubmit our 
ſelves to him for the Lords ſake. Therctore it is 
a great impiety and hypocrilic to pretend Gods 
cauſe and interclt for rebelling and diſobeying, 
when he bids us for his ſake to obey and to be 

ſubjeR. 
2. That none muſt preſume upon any _— 
what-

whatſoever to rebe! againſt the Sovereign or Su- 


preme Governour, read Nxm-16. at the 3.v. you 
ſhall find that Korah and his rebellious crew 
pleaded that the people was the Lords people , and 
that they were boly every one of them, and therefore 
(fay they) to Moſes and Aaron, Why lift ye wp 
your ſelces above the Congregation of the Lard ? But 
at the 32.v. The earth opened ber month and ſwal- 
lowed them up, and thcir houſes, and all that - 
tained to them. And by that dreadful and un- 
heard-ot judgment, God manitefted how much 
he detetis Rebellion, chat tollowing Ages might 
beware ot the heinouſneſs of that crime. So1n 
1 Sam. 24+ 5, and 6. Davids heart {mote him 
becauſe he had cut off Saxls skirt, and he (aid 
to his men, The Lord forbid that I ſhould do this 
thing unto my Maſter, the Lords Anointed, to firetch 
forth mine band againſt bim, ſeeing be is the Lords 
Anointed. And c. 26. v. 9. David (ith unto 
Abiſh.zi, Deſtroy bim not, for who can ſtretch forth 
bis band againft the Lords Anointed , and be guilt- 
leſs? David was then Anointed King, he was 
perſecuted wrongfully by Sxxl, Saul was reje- 
"ed of God, and he had molt barbarouſly put to 
death the Pricits of God, and their whole fami- 
lies 3 and yet becauſc hc was King over the peo- 
ple, bo can ſtretch forth his band ag ainft the Lords 
Anointed and be guiltleſs * God as you fceal- 
lows no pretencc at all tor Rebellion, tor that as 
I have ſhewn you Kings have their Authority 
from him , By me Kings reign , (aith the Divine 
Wiſdom, Prov.$.15. and therctore Solomon joins 
God and the King together, as the objects of our 
reſpect and obedience. Prov.24-21- My ſon, =o 

tbus 
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thos the Lord and the King, and fo Eccleſ. $.2. 7 
connſel thee to keep the Kings Commandment, and 
that in regard of the Oath of God. 

3+ We are not to {peak evil of the King, but 
rather to pray for him: in 22. Exod. 28. Thou 
ſhalt not revile the Gods, (that is, Supreme Ma- 
giſtrates) nor cxrſe the Ruler of thy people. Job 
34-18. 1: it fit to ſay to a King, Thom art wicked? 
and to Princes , Te are are ungodly ? So it was 
yay ont —_ by his falſe accuſers, 
That be b God and the King, 1 King. 
21-13- and then he was ſtoned dm. Where. 
by it appears , that in Iſrael it was one of the 
greateſt impieties to ſpeak ill of the King. As 
alſo it is commanded by Solomon, Eccleſ. 10. 20. 
Carrſe not the King, no not in thy theughtr,8&c. And 
_ may fce what a black character the Apofttes 

upon thoſe that deſpiſe Dominion , and ſpeak 
evil of Dignuies, in the Epilile of Saint Fude and 
in 2 Pet-2-10. Now that it is © ur duty to pray 
for the King, we have theſe examples, z Sam. 
10. 24+ When Sax} was anointed , the people 
crycd, God ſave the King; 2nd fo likewiſe when 
Solomon was anointed, 1 King-1-39. But what 
need any more than this precept of St. Pawl ? 
1 Tim. 2-1, and 2. I exhort therefore that firft of 
all ſwpplications, prayers, interceſſions, and giving of 
thanks be made for all men, for Kings, and for all 
that are in Amthority : — for it # good and acce- 
ptable in the ſight of God onr Saviour. 

Laſtly, That we arc to pay Tribute to Kings 
and Sovercign Princcs, read-Rom. 13. 6, and 7. 
For thu cauſe pay you Tribnte alſo, for they are Gods 
Minifters, attending continually upon thy very thing. 

| Renaer 
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Render therefore to all their dues tribute to whom tri- 
bute is due,cuſtom to whom cuftom. fear to whom fear, 
honour to whom honour. It the Heathen Emperours 
were Godg MingGers ,, and, thergfore.$o receive 
Tributes'and Catioms; much more the Chriſtian 
Kings that now reign over us. Moreover, we 
have the example of Chriſt himſclf , who when 
he had not. wherewithal to pay that Tributg 
which. the Roman Kings had impoſed upon the 
Jews, was pleaſcd to work a miracle for to get 
money to pay K withal, Mat-17-24- &c- He that 
was and is King of Kings and Lord of Lords,the 
| God of Heaven and Earth, pleaded no exempti- 
.- on from paying Taxes, but bound this duty up- 
on all his tallowers by his own example, and 
thereby confiripcd alſo that precept which he 
gave us, (when the Jews asked him whether it 
was lawful to pay Tribute to Ceſar, Mat.22.21.) 
of rendring to Czfar the things that are Czlars, 
as well « to God the things that are Gods. 

Now theretore let no Chriſtian dare to go 
againſt theſe ſo many and fo. plain-and expreſs 
Scriptures in diſobeying or reſitting his King and 
Sovereign under pretence of Religion, or of rc- 
moving evil Councellors, or of hghting tor the 
Kings Authority againſt his Perſon,or becauſe the 
Pope or the Presbytcrian Synod-enjoin him {foto 
do, for the good of ſonls, for the canſe and intereſt of 
Chriſt and the Goſpel: tor you (ce that God makes 
no reſervations, and allows ot no dittin&tions or 
equivocations, but bids cvery ſol to be ſubjet;,and 
threatens damnation to any that (hall not. And 
now,Sirs,I leave you to meditate upon what you 
have hcard , and I heartily with 1: may do you 
good.
